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Ukrainian Soviet Republic: Ancestor of the Ukrainian SSR. Ran 
back and forth between Kharkov and Kiev during 1917 and 1921. 

5111 Linden is right about the Ptonets and Odessa Sar iet Repub- 
lics. The original plan in Moscow was to cut the Ukraine into four 
or five republics. It flopped* These, however, were not states.

7, Yasin: The Mehtarate lasted fr*m the early 19th Century to
